The authors of these articles will 
readily admit that very Jew of 
the younger set fit into the ab¬ 
stract literary picture they paint, 
yet how often do you find a writ¬ 
ing praising the young people 
that don't? — A group, incident¬ 
ally, that are far in the majority. 

In witness, consider those 
among us that recently brought 
credit to the garrison through their 
scholastic achievement —- Jim 
Nickerson, Helen Millen and Mi¬ 
chael Smith. They were awarded 
three of the four scholarships won 


recently at the Queen Elizabeth 
High School. These three students 
don't stand alone. We mentioned 
in a previous issue the excellent 
results attained by students from 
the Griesbach Schools. 

Consider then the result if we 
were inclined to recognize these 
of our juveniles as much (though 
it should be much more) as we do 
the delinquent we so often decry. 
The later would diminish con¬ 
siderably in stature and take 
their rightful place in the lineup 
for recognition in a more worthy 
field and perhaps be replaced on 
the pedestal of public recognition.

In the uproar caused by deform¬ 
ed children being born to women 
who have used drug Thalidomide 
and the subsequent demand by 
many prospective parents that the 
laws concerning abortion be 
amended, a most important point 
has been overlooked. The assump¬ 
tion is that the lives of these child¬ 
ren would be ruined and it would 
be better to have them remain un¬ 
born. 

This is not necessarily so. The 
world is full of many deformed and 
handicaped people who live use¬ 
ful and happy lives. Every day we 
see evidence that people suppos¬ 
edly incapacitated are capable of 
an inventiveness and ingenuity 
no one would have thought pos¬ 
sible. Think of Walter Callow, 
blind and completely paralyzed, 
yet inventor of the Callow Wheel 
Chair Bus — a priceless boon to 
wheel chair patients! Think of 
Earl Baily, paralyzed from the 
neck down, world famous painter 
who can only use his mouth! 
Think of a young lad in the Col¬ 
onel Mewburn Pavilion also pa¬ 
ralyzed from his neck down who 
is completing his University 
course and writes his exams with 
his mouth! There are countless 
thousand others, victims of war, 
disease or accident. 

But man has progressed, not in 
spite of adversity but because of 
adversity. The great peoples of 
civilization are those who had 
overcome hardship. Man has 
made himself a little lowier than 
the angels because no river has 
ever been too deep to cross, no 
mountain too high to climb. Hilary 
said the reason he wanted to 
climb Everest was simply "be¬ 
cause it was there." This has al¬ 
ways been man's crowning glory 
— his response to challenge. 

Let us not throw our hands up 
in despair over what has happend 
with Thalidomide. It will doubt¬ 
less happen again in some other 
way. It is tragic but it is not a 
disaster. These young children 
will be handicapped but not dis¬ 
abled. Much of the world is still 
open to them. Who knows what 
fresh discoveries and insights 
they may bring to it?

Westlock 
Local Lake 

Good fishing still will be found 
readily in many Alberta lakes and 
streams in spite of fish population 
loss because of the recent severe 
winter, as the Alberta Department 
of Lands and Forests fish stock¬ 
ing program moves into full swing. 

The Fish and Wildlife Branch's 
200 gallon tank truck, specially 
fitted with oxygen equipment, re¬ 
cently visited Cottage Lake (Ed¬ 
monton Beach) 28 miles west of 
Edmonton and introduced to the 
water 80,850 rainbow trout finger- 
lings. 

The healthy young fish which 
were raised at the Department of 
Lands and Forest Fish Hatchery 
at Calgary, were transported di¬ 
rectly from the southern city and 
poured by hose into the lake. 

The problem of winter kill was 
more severe than usual this year. 
A gill net test of Cottage Lake in 
the early spring resulted in only 
one perch being caught where in 
previous years a similar test 
would have yielded several hund¬ 
reds of perch. There was no sign 
of rainbow trout. 

Lands and Forest Chief Fish¬ 
eries Biologist Martin Paetz esti¬ 
mates the new stock will be ready 
for anglers in the late fall and by 
next year will be a good size. 

The program of stocking Alberta 
lakes will see epproximately lV-i 
million fish ranging in size from 
two inch fingerlings to the larger 
six and seven inch yearlings in¬ 
troduced to Alberta waters from 
the Calgary Fish Hatchery this 
summer.

GOLF! ■« 

It started way back 

Early golf as it was played 
200 years ago was quite similar 
to today's game as far as rules 
were concerned. Today's Nation¬ 
al Open is conducted under rules 
quite similar to those devised by 
our ancestors 200 years ago in the 
White Horse Cellar. The playing 
equipment and conditions were at 
great variance. Early golf balls, 
for instance, were made of wood 
until 17th and 18th centuries 
when they were made of various 
materials stuffed hard into a case 
of leather. Wool, straw, hemp 
and similar substances were used; 
but the best, and those which 
ultimately came into universal use, 
were easily cut, and in wet 
weather became sodden and 
liable to burst and "mould their 
feathers." A player was indeed 
fortunate if his ball endured two 
rounds. 

In 1848 or '49, the idea seems 
to have occured to several people 
to make golf balls of gutta-percha, 
then a new importation. The first 
attempts were unsuccessful as the 
balls would not fly straight; but 
it was soon noticed that after a 
ball had been played a while it 


flew better. Balls were accordingly 
marked by blows of a sharp ham¬ 
mer in crossed lines before being 
painted and from that moment on 
began to oust the feather balls, 
remaining in general use until 
1901 -02 when the American or 
rubber-cored ball took over. 

Although the game of golf had 
been played in Scotland for up¬ 
wards of five centuries, club-mak¬ 
ing didn't really come into its own 
until the feather ball era. Clubs, 
which were at first rudimentary, 
tended toward the end of that 
period to be long, thin and grace¬ 
ful; and the feather ball was 
swept from the ground with a 
full swing. 

The great club-maker of the 
period was Hugh Phillip, who was 
born at St. Andrews. His success¬ 
ors, Robert Forgan, "Old Tom" 
Morris, Laurie Auchterlonie of St. 
Andrews and Douglas McEwan of 
Leith and Musselburgh, for years 
followed the general lines of the 
great master's models. 

With the advent of the gutta¬ 
percha ball, the long, thin and 
graceful clubs of the feather ball 
era gradually became shorter and 
squatter. Hard thorn was discard¬ 
ed for the softer apple, pear and 
beech in the heads, leather in¬ 
serts appeared in the aces, and 
hickory replaced ash in the mak¬ 
ing of shafts. Iron clubs increased 
in both number and variety and 
became vastly more refined. 

The increase in the number of 
clubs brought about another inno¬ 
vation in the late nineties, that of 
a single sailcloth bag in which to 
carry them. Previously, the few 
clubs a player might need had 
been carried loose under the arm. 

In the latter part of the 18th 
century, the ordinary dress of the 
golfing "buck" consisted of a red 
coat, cut rather long, with side 
pockets; knee breeches, white 
stockings, buckled shoes and for 
head gear a tall hat or a Tam 
O'Shanter bonnet. Around the turn 
of the century, considerable at¬ 
tention was given to the question 
of golfing attire, and each club 
had its own uniform, which was 
”de rigueur" at all club meetings 
and functions. Those who appear¬ 
ed in ordinary civilian attire were 
fined in dozens of drinks which 
were consumed then and there, 
or at the first opportunity, by 
their outraged fellow members. 

As for the courses, they were 
very rough and uncared for — 
simply "nature unadorned." In 
those days the game was played 
entirely on common land and its 
proper and natural home was the 
links by the seaside. 

Hazards — bunkers, roads, etc., 
were all accepted as they stood. 
There was also no provision for 
loose impediments. The player 
was expected to take whatever 
fortune befell him and overcome it, 
if he could, by his own skill. 

The early golf societies, at the 
Links of Leith and St. Andrews,

forerunners of our golf and coun¬ 
try clubs, shared the links with 
the general public, and had no 
special privileges other than those 
granted them by courtesy. Towns¬ 
people held festivals and went 
picnicking at will, but perhaps 
worst of all — sheep, rabbits and 
geese had as much title to use 
of the links as the golfer. 

Oldest of the early golf societies 
was The Honourable, the Edin¬ 
burgh Company of Golfers, or, as 
it was first called, the Company 
of Gentlemen Golfers^ founded in 
1744. Their home was the historic 
Links of Leith, near Edinburgh. 

Since members of these early 
societies played on public land 
and had no club houses to call 
their own, they usually congre¬ 
gated at convenient inns and tav¬ 
erns, One of Edinburgh's more 
popular meeting places for golfers 
and celebrities was The White 
Horse Cellar coaching inn. Locat¬ 
ed in the fashionable Cannongate 
section of town, in the oldest 
house in the city known to have 
been used as an inn, the Cellar 
was one of the city's most import¬ 
ant hostelries and the center of 
its top social life. 

Here golfers and such disting¬ 
uished personalities as Robert 
Bums, James Boswell, David 
Hare, and Adam brothers toasted 
the game and each other with a 
"cratur" so good it made the inn 
famous. This was golf's original 
19th hole. 

It was at the White HorSe, 
during the winter of 1743, "that 
several Gentlemen of honour, skill¬ 
ful in the ancient and healthful 
exercise of golf," met to prepare 
the Articles and Conditions for the 
first annual open championship — 
"open to Noblemen, Gentlemen, or 
other golfers, from any part of 
Great Britain or Ireland." The 
quote is from their original art¬ 
icles. 

The Cellar is considered so im¬ 
portant historically that the Brit¬ 
ish Government is in the process 
of restoring its earlier glory as 
part of its reconstruction and re¬ 
habilitation of "old’f Edinburgh. 

An interesting device is avail¬ 
able to country clubs through the 
courtesy of Browne-Vintners Com¬ 
pany. It is a perfect replica of the 
insigne that indentified the White 
Horse Cellar in 1742. Suitably in-1 
scribed with the club's name, I 
without advertising, it is presented 
for use in the club's own 19th 
hole. It is called The Insigne of 
Golf's Orivinal 19th Hole. 



"Your request for arrears of

This means 
that you are now in the position 
of owing the Paymaster-General 
the sum of 2s 2d., and we would 
be glad to receive a remittance 
for this amount at your earliest 
convenience."

Mosaic Maps 
Reveal History 
of Alberta 


Aerial photographs of the pro¬ 
vince of Alberta which, if joined 
together, would make a photo¬ 
graphic mosaic of the province 63 
feet long and 30 feet wide, have 
been assembled into 764 section¬ 
al mosaics by the Technical Divi¬ 
sion of the Alberta Department 
of Lands and Forests. Each of the 
sections covers a land area i of 
approximately 340 square miles, 
and is made of up to 50 indivi¬ 
dual camera shots. 

The mosaics, reproduced to the 
scale of one inch to a mile, re¬ 
quired about five years to as¬ 
semble. Original pictures from a 
1949-52 aerial survey.

A new concept in emergency 
bandaging and splinting, using 
clear vinyl plastic under pneu¬ 
matic presure, has been introduc¬ 
ed. Bandage-splint provides im¬ 
mediate control of venous bleed¬ 
ing and prevents injury edema. 
Pneumatic pressure can be ap¬ 
plied simply by mouth exhala¬ 
tion into an adjustable valve. 
This pressure creates an instant 
splint and also is effective as an 
emergency bandage for burns. 
Since the appliance is transpar¬ 
ent, constant observation of the 
injury is possible. 

Several models of the bandage 
are available — for hands, arms, 
feet, and legs. 

This new bandage, which per¬ 
mits X-raying of the injury during 
examination and before treatment, 
is expected to be valuable for 
physicians' offices, industrial first 
aid and hospital emergency 
rooms, and summer camps.
